McPherson Says He Has 
No Power. 


Fixing of Rates a Legislative 
Act—Judge Discusses Rights 
of Railway Employees -in 
Matter of Fixing Rates. 


Kansas City, April 26.—A supplement- 
ary decision in the rates cases involving 
the eighteen Missouri . railroad com- 
panies operating in Missouri was filed 
in the federal court here today by Judge 
Smith McPherson, of, Rea Oak, Iowa. 

Judge MoPherson declines to recede 
from his first opinion, rendered on 


March 8 last, 
division of the costs of the proceed- 
ings or to change his original holding 
that the court cannot fix rates. In ef- 
fect the decision means that the rail- 
ways and the state must each pay one- 
half of the costs, which aggregate 
$18,000, and that the court refuses the 
raitways’ petition,. which asked it to 
specifically state what passenger rates 
they should charge. As to the conten- 
tion that the court waa in error in its 
original opinion in that the penalties 
of the statutes render them void, Judge 
McPherson now holds that this section 
of the state statutes Imposing oe 
ties is void, a ? 
As te Fixing Rates. 

On the point of fixing the rates, Judge 
McPherson says in part: 

“Complaint is made because of the 
recital In my opinion that it being a 
legislative act and not a judicial one, 
this court cannot fix rates. If it tould, 
two and one-half cent passenger rates 
would “be fixed for the stronger roads 
and three for the others. But that is 
for the legislature, acting with experts 
such as the state employed in these 
eases or through a commission with 
like assistance. 

“The average fare paid per vear aside 
from the low excursion rates is less 
than six dollars, commercial travelers 
excepted. To reduce that to four dol- 
lars, thereby saving two dollars, ts of 
course of importance. So are ather 
matters of importancé Aside from 
having efficient service to be paid for 
at remunerative rates, tne laboring 
men, the employees, have rights. They 
have the right to be well paid for thetr 
work, in day time and night time, sun- 
shine and storm, during the excessive 
heat of ‘he summer and the rigors of 
winter.

Mr. Calhoun, 
ignoring the appeal of A. A.’Moore, his 
chief counsel, insisted on speaking, 
after <Assietant District Attorney 
O’Hara had made a tTremark touching 
on the good faith of the jury. , 

Calhoun Talks’ for Himeelf. 

“T am on trial for my liberty,” said 
Mr. Calhoun, ‘and as a citizen I desire 
to entes my protest against the re- 
marks of the district attorney, which 
I designate as mistonduct.. They are 
contrary to every rule of law practiced 
among English-speaking peopk.” 

Mr. O'’Gara’s remark, which aroused 
Mr. Calhoun, was as. follows 

“I desire -to call the court’s attention 
to the fact that a young man seated 
at the defendant's table has been 
laughing and. smiling at members of 
the jury whenever he céncelved a point 
to have been scored in the defendant's 
favor, and that he has been srarling 
at portions of the testimony.”

BEACH HARGIS: 
GETS LIEE TERN 


Father. 


This Was Second Trial—First 
Resulted in Mistrial — At 
One Time He Tried to Take 
Own Life. 


Irvine, Ky., April 26.—The-jury in the 
ease of Beach Hargis, who was tried on 
a charge of killing his father, Judge 


James Hargis, 
guilty, and he was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment today. The jury was given 
the case late yesterday afternoon. 

This was the second trial of Hargis 
for this crime. The first trial resulted 
in a mistrial, the jury not being able 
to agree upon a verdict.

Depsed ‘Sultan Is” Set yo 
Young Turks to 
Satoniki 


WEALTH OF EX-SULTAN 
SOUGHT BY YOUNG TURKS 


Effort Will Be Made to Secure 
Part of Great Sums Invested 
by the Man Who Ruled the 
Ottoman Empire for a Gen- 
eration — Young Turks in 
Compplete Control. 


Constantinople, April 26.—The for- 
mer ruler of the empire, Abdul Hamid 
II, is to be kept a prisoner in a large 
house, with walled grounds, on «4 
height overlooking. Salontki, which 
has lately been occupied by the Italian 
commander of the international gend- 
armerie. He ig not to be put on trial, 
as has been widely represented in Con- 
stantinople, for he is considered to be 
above the law. 

It was thought wise to keep the de- 


posed sultan in European Turkey, re- 
mote from the capital. His household 
will be administered for him upon a 
generous scale, and his life will be 
safeguarded, as he earnestly besought 
when notified of his dethronement. 
Eleven Wives Left With Him. 
Abdul Hamid, with eleven wives, 
five daughters and two of his younger 
sonsy two eunuchs ard a comparative- 
ly large number of femate servants, 
was taken from the Yildiz palace last 
night, and started under an escort ta 
steam launches to the landing near the 
Saloniki. The party proceeded by 
railway, and a special train, on which 
they were to be placed, left at 3 
o'clock in the morning. 
The constitutionalists would like te

New York, April 26.—If the 
and orphans of army men need money, 
it should be provided by army men them- 


selves, not by “spasmodic social stunts,”

Chicago’s $1,000,000 Forger 
Says Prominent Men Made 


Him Keep Forging to Pay 
What He Had Stolen. 


Chicago, April 26.— Peter Van Viis- 
singen, the former real estate man, 
brought back from prison -to testify 
in the bankruptcy court and who caused 
a sensation yesterday by stating that 
his forgeries were known to two of 
his victims four years before his pub- 
lic confession last winter,, gave _addi- 
tional details of his story in court 
today. 

The. men to whom he alleges he pri- 
vately imparted a confession of his 
guilt are Mauri@e Rosenfeld and Ber- 
nard Rosenberg,.both men of reputed 
wealth and social position, and who 
are alleged to have forced Van Vlissin- 
gen to attempt to* make good $400,000 
worth of forged mortgages which had 
come into their hands. To do_ this, 
Van Vlissingen declares he committed 
still further forgeries, 

Pressed Him for Money. 

“Did Mr. Rosenfeld ever ask you what 
you did with the forged papers he gave 
back to you after you. had redeemed 
them?” asked Attorney George H. 
Peaks, representing the trustee of the 
Van Vlissingen estate. 

“No, sir, he didn’t ask, but I told 
him just the same, and we arranged 
our transactions accordingly,’’ replied 
the witness. | 

“Ang they pressed you for money?’ 

“Yes. Shortly after the failure of 
the Chicago National bank, of which 
Rosenfeld was a director, he came to 
me and told me of his losses in the 
crash. He was desperate, he gaid, 
and highly excited. He said relatives 
for whom he handled. business would 
lose confidence in him unless he made 
good, 

“I’ve got to have money—lots of it— 
and it’s nothing to me how-you get 
it,’ he told me. 

“I arrangeg to pay $4,000 a week,” 
continued the witness, “but Rosenfeld 
pressed me so hard that it became diffi- 
cult for me to sell any more of my spu- 
rious paper. I told him he would 
drive me to exposure. I gave him 
the names of a number of clients who 
haq already taken the forged’ mort- 
gages.”’ 


In Dire Distress. 


Witness gave their names to the court 
and continued: 

“Rosenfeld said he’ was in dire dis- 
tress. He saiq he was so hard pressed 
that he had though often of the cold 
waters of Lake Michigan as a refuge. 
I told him-I was so deep in the mire 
that I couldn’t make forgeries 
enough to pay off the debts and obli- 
gations that were pressing. Rosenberg 
also pressed me and I told both of 
them that I was {tn so deep that I 
never expected to get out, but I thought 
I'd fight it out for a while. I thought 
possibly some piece of good luck might 
come my way, but it never did.’’ 

Van Vlissingen,. who was a highly re- 
spected and presumably prosperous 
business .man, sueceeded in. continuing 
his forgeries for four’ years more. 
Then the end came last November 
when he admitted that he had been 
forging mortgages nearly all of his bus- 
iness career and that the sum total 
would run several million dollars.

Difficultie, of Shaping a Tariff Bill. 
The difficulties to be met and over- 
come in shaping a revenue tariff bill 
are such ag almost appal the imagina- 
tion. Duties are not assessed against 
articles of one kind or articles in one 
class at a uniform rate, but the rate of 
duty differs with the varying qualities 
of goods. For instance, in the cotton 
schedule the number of threads to the 
square inch in the cloth is made the 
basis for assessing the tariff duty. 
Then there is a -dietinctian made in 
bleached and unbleachéd cotton cloth. 
oloth which is dyed or stained, and 
that which is not. The rates of duty 
on cloths not exceeding 50 threads to 
the square inch, counting warp and 
filling, are |! cent per yard if the mate- 
ria is not bleached, dyed or colored, but 
1% cents per yard éf bieached, and 2 
cents per yard if dyed, colored or print- 
ed. If the number of threads per 
square inch exceeds 50, and does not 
exceed 100, the rates are still higher— 
1% cents per aquare yard on that which 
is not bleached, dyed or colored, and 
does not exceed 6 square yards to the 
pound, but 1% cents per square yard on 
that exceeding. 6 square yards to the 
pound, and 1% cents per square yard if 
itt exceeds 9 square yards to the pound; 
for that which is Dieached still another 
rate obtains for the various grades: 
and for that which is dyed or colored 
another and. still higher rate. 
Laces Pay Big : 

While cotton: cloths paid a duty of 
$5.000,000 in’ 1907, the largest sum was 
realized from laces, on which were col- 
lected $24,000,000. This class of cotton 
laces includes laces, lace window cur- 
tains, tidies, pillow shams, bed sets, nap- 
kins and other articles made wholly or in 
part ef lace or an imitation of lace; 
veils and veiling, embroideries, edgings, 
insertings, and many other articles; and 
pays a duty of 60 per cent. Lace win- 
dow curtains, pittow shams, and bed sets 
made on Nottingham lace curtein ma- 
chines if they have 6 points or spaces to 
the inch. counting between the warp 
threads, pay '% cents per square yard 
plus 20 per cent of the value; if they 
contain 7 points or spaces to the square 
inch tfey pay 2 cents per square yard 
and 20 per cent of the value; and so on, 
the rate increasing with the number of 
points or spaces to the inch (or in other 
words, with the increase in finéness of 
the lace), until those. having. 16 points 
or epaces te the inch pay 7% cents per 
square yard -plus 20 per cent of the 
Value. : 

Details of fixing the rates of duty, 
and of determining the amount of duty 
which should be paid and of calculating 
the amount actually collected, are, after 
all, moat difficult and tedious, and ex- 
plain in some degree the difficulties of 
the task of making a new tariff, of col- 
lecting the duties which it names, and of 
stating in concrete form the results of

Frenchman a Member of 
Order of Cincinnati. 


When Bacon Learned Casket 
Bore no Insignia of Order, 
He Took Off Own Pin and 
Put It in Coffin—L’Enfant 
Rests in Arlington. 


‘By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., April 28—(Special). 
When the body of Major Pierre Charlies 
L’Enfant was laid to rest at Arling- 
ton this afternoon, the casket contain- 
ed a handsome pin of the order of the 
Cincinnati which originally belonged to 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia. At the 
ceremonies this morning in the rotun- 
da of the capitol, Senator Bacon asked 
Commissioner Henry B. McFarland, of 
the district, if any insignia of the or- 
der of the Cincinnati had been placed 
on the casket. The commissioner re- 
plied that there had not, and Senator 
Bacon immediately took off his own pin 
and permitted it to be- placed on the 
casket. Major L’Enfant wag designat- 
ed as a member of the order by Gen- 
eral Washington. 

The body of Major L’Enfant had re- 
maineg unnoticed for nearly a century 
beneath the soll of an obscure Mary- 
land farm. 

He Laid Washington. 

Major L’Enfant was the French en- 
gineer who remodeled the city hall itn 
New York, and who designed the ne- 
tional capital. 

The body was taken under military 
escort to the capitol, where it lay in 
state until the hour for the exercises. 

President Taft, accompanied by Mrs. 
Taft, was present. 

Vice President Sherman and Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, of France, paid tri- 
bute to the memory of, Majo L’En- 
fant and spoke.of the work of the 
French officer particularly as it affected 
the building of the city of Washing- 
ton. 

Ambassador Jusserand, in his address, 
called attention to the primitive con- 
dition of the land upon which the fu- 
ture capitol of the nation’ was to be 
erected, and to the great transforma- 
tion which had taken place in a little 
more than a century. 

Wounded at Savannah. 

Major L’Enfant, said the ambassador, 
had been selected by Washington to lay 
out the city, because, during thirteen 
years of association, he had many 0oc- 
casions to,.appreciate his qualities of 
character and his abilities. 

L/Enfant had been one of the earliest 
enthusiasts of the American cause, 
served throughout the war of independ- 
ence and had been left on the battlefield 
severely wounded at Savannah, where 
he had led the vanguard of one of the 
columns of attack, and lost two-thirds 
of his men, Later he was taken pris- 
oner and afterwards exchanged for Cap- 
tain Von Heyden, a Hessian. Gathered 
about the bier were representatives of 
the Society’ of Cincinnati, whose em- 
blem was designed by L’' Enfant. Other 
patriotic and civic organizations also 
were represented.

Speaking from the standpoint, ! hope, of real patriotic interest 
in. my country, | look forward into the next decade—not with the 
hope that the south shali become republican and make the country 
all republican, for staunch as ! am in my support of the republican 
party, | think a good opposition, good, strong opposition, is necessary 
to make the republican party, if it is to control the government, 
useful to the people, and a defeat at times would not hurt it. 

What | am looking forward to is a division in the parties in the 
south, so that there shall be tolerance of political opinion there, so 
that in their state government. and in their national affairs there 
shall.be more than one political creed to be. subscribed to and sup- 
ported. | believe that generally through the south the men who are 
not actively engaged in politics would recognize that end as one 
devoutly to be wished. 

The breadth cf the president’s eden’: supported by the sincerity that is 
characteristic of the man, deserves and will have the overwhelming approval 
of sane southern opinion. 

After all; this brand of political tolerance is but the recrudescence of 
an hereditary southern trait. Before the war it existed in al) its virility 
and its qualities of statesmanship. In that era, the southern forum rang 
with the matchless logic of the giants of opposing: parties, and the people, 
weighing issues by merit and platforms by logic, gave their choice .o which- 
ever side their judgn:.ent directed them. 

The disorganization of reconstruction made suicidal and impossible the 
continuation of such latitude. For sufficient reasons, for which we need 
never apologize and which the president himself concedes, the south became 
sectional in politics. Logic and conviction were subsidiary to the primary 
obligation of preserving the integrity of the race and of our local govern- 
mental ‘instituticns. 

e have put forever behind us the ban of that epoch. , 

We are back where we were before the flaming sword of the exigencies 
of the civil war drove us away from the privilege of free expression. Not 
a thinking southerner among us, save perhaps as suggested by President Taft, 
the professional politicians, but will hail with joy and gratitude the return 
of the days when southern statesmen threshed out before the people, ON 
THEIR MERITS, great national issues, without regard to unworthy or ex- 
traneous considerations, and when the people shall enjoy a like latitude of 
action. 

And in the returning of those days the north, no less than the south, 
has cause for rejoicing. For the spectacle makes of tolerance no longer a 
geographical quality, but a great non-sectional, non-partisan arbiter unshack- 
ling the south’s genius, and ruling the government of America to the best 
advantage of a're-united and a homogeneous people.

And, the while, the press of the state, here and there, is commenting 
more or legs forcibly upon the recrudescence of the “old fight” of 1906. 

Well, let's deprecate together, but at the same time let’s not overlook the 
fact that some of the leading reformers and ex-reformers are tha chief of the 
revivalists. 


How can we dodge the echoes of the “old fight,” when we see.the chief 


lieutenant general of “reform,” the director-in-chief of corporate execution, 


‘now turned leader of the opposition? 


Joseph M. Brown, now governor-elect, who didn’t believe in “port rates,’ 
was incontinently fired from the railroad commission and the plumed war- 
rior of reform, McLendon, was put into his shoes—selected by the governor 
on account of the excellence of his record for having eaten a railroad or two 
for breakfast each’ morning during the famous “reform” campaign. 

Then an intermission of two years and.a half, during which, upon “port 
rates’’+silence. 

Next the governor writes the commission, February 20, 1909, asking that 
it consider port rates. Later, on April 19, he asks the board to reduce the 


| port rates on cotton 5 cents per 100 pounds, or 25 cents per bale. 


Not unnaturaliy did he look with hope to that belted. knight of reform, 
who, but two short years before, sang the praises of port rates from Rabun 
Gap to Tybee Light and back again. 

But, no, the scales had fallen and behold the knight in changed armor 
and: with poised lance turned now upon the victorious hosts of 1306! 

There is the revival of the “old fight,” then, between the victorious 


leaders! 
What says the chairman now? 
That Georgia has better and more advantageous port rates on cotton 


than other states wherein similar conditions prevail—a somewhat remark- 
able, if belated, admission of a fact which was presented in opposition to 
the sweeping charges and high-sounding promises of “reform,” when the 
“old fight” was on. 

If anything, the chairman goes even further in concession to “Let well 
enough alone,” than did its staunchest advocates; but determined and un- 
shakable fixedness of view is proverbial of the proselyte. 

It is true the chairman has expressed no opinion about the reduced port 
rate on cotton. and with his refusal to do so, he points interestingly, signifi- 
cantly to the higher port rates in other states and to the long string of 
idle freight cars, which, placed end to end inline, “would reach from Savan- 
nah to Chicago and across to New York’ 

Expression of opinion is sometimes superfinces. 

But, speaking of opinion, the chairman does not hesitate to voice the 
belief that the A. P. Morgan & Co. fight for lower grain rates from Ohio 
river points will fail; will be ‘swallowed up” in the bigger and more compre- 
hensive Cincinnati shippers’ case. 

How does the chairman’s opposition to the railroad commission’s joining 
the Georgia shippers in that fight set on the stomach of “reform?” 

Chairman McLendon has given time and thought and study to these 


questions; he says so. himself. 


somewhat different glasses. 
Yes, the “old fight” has been reopened, the old issues have been dragged 


out and the old arguments, with slight change of dress, are again rehearsed. 


But by whom? 
It does not require field, glasses to place the leaders of: the opposing 


factions in this recrudescent battle. 

But one thing is becoming more and more clear: The sweeping charges 
and the glittering promises of 1906 were made either with deliberate intent 
to deceive the people, or they were made in ignorance. 

Charitably, the latter view, enforced by conclusions based upon the chair- 
man’s “study” of the situation, seems more strongly to commend itself. 

Perhaps the chairman will found a school for the education and enlight- 
enment of “reformers,” and, to be consistent in dealing with opposition to 
his views and policies, might not the governor give him the opportunity, un-

The fact 
that the western senators would not for a moment ‘hear to the proposal 
to tax binder twine, affords an excellent lever with which the southern dele- 
gations, united in purpose, might force bagging also to the free list. 

Again,’tbere is the proposal to increase the tariff on oleostearine made 


from beef fat, which would benefit solely the great western packers, giving 
them absolute contro! over that branch of a southern industry which involves 
the manufacture of substitutes for lard, through combination of that product 
with cotton seed oil. It is within the power of. southern delegations to pre- 
vent the further strengthening and fostering of this monopoly '¢ to the detri- 
ment of one of the foremost industries of this section. 

But there are numerous opportunities of this kind, both in and out of 
tariff legislation. 

There are things the west wants, and the east also, as has been abund- 
antly demonstrated, has its peculiar desires. 

It is also a well-known fact that the representatives of these sections 
do not always agree, each ag to just what the other ought to have. 

Thus the minority frequently holds the reins—the power to dictate and

‘On the ‘ground that no fund haa ‘been 
provided to. “pay this postage, Treasurer 
Park asked the governor to pay it out 
of :be contingent fund. The state treas- 
urer had written several letters to Gov- 
ernor Smith on the matter, and yes- 
terday the governor finally disposed of it 
by declining to pay the bill. 

In a letter to the state treasurer, the 
governor’ points out that the law pro- 
vides for the collection of a fund from 
state banks for*the remuneration of the 
state bank examiner and his assistant. 
From this fund, together with what the 
state appropriates for thé purpose of 
meeting thesé expenses, it is provided 
that the assistants’ to the state bank 
examiner and the expenses are to be 
paid. and after that. according to the 
governor's constructton of if. the state 
bank examiner is to receive his salary 
of $2,500. On this-point Governor Smith 
says in his letter: 

While the act nrovides for the payment 
a salary of $2 to the ‘state treasurer 
bank examiner in addition to his salary of 
$%.000 as state treasurer. my construction of 
the: act is that this $8.500 could only be re- 
tailed by the state teesurer as bank ex- 
aminer if he has saved it from the fees after 
paying all the expenses of the bureau, 

The governor says the treasurer re- 
tained his $2,500 salary before meeting 
all the expenses, and.now asks that part 
of these expenses be met from the con- 
tingent fund. The governor says there 
is no authority for making this kind of 
expenditure from the contingent fund, 
and, in. conclusion, suggests that if it 
was the intention of the legislature to 
make the state bank examiner's salary 
of $2,500 good, even if he is unable to 
meet expenses, the subject should have 
been brought to the attention of the leg- 
istature and a direct appropriation asked 
from that body.

To Stop Competition. 

The railroad commission yesterday re- 
ceived an interesting petition from J. 
C. Tyson, president of the Savannah 
Blectric Repair Company, and others, in 
which it is sought to have the commis- 
sion take a hand in putting\a stop to 
what is characterized as the ruinous 
competition now indulged in between 
the two electric lighting companies in 
Savannan. 

The petition states that the competition 
between the companies furnishing elec- 
tric current has become so keen that 
they are now wiring housés and stores 
in that city free of charge in order to 
secure contracts..for light and power. 
The result ig the men who make a 
living by wiring and electric construc- 
tion work are left in a bad fix.

| PLUMBING ORDINANCE 
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COUNTY RECORDS 


Grand Jury Recommends 
Accountant Be Appointed. 


Want to Know Fees Obtained 
by County Officers and 
Justice Courts—Judge Pen- 
dleton Defers Action--Other 
Recommendations Made. 


The appointment of a special ac- 
countant to inspect the records of the | 
county officials, in order to ascertain | 
the amounts received in fees, was,one 
of geveral important recommendations 
made by the Fulton county grand jury 
for the March term, in its general pre- 
sentments, tendered yesterday to 
Judge Pendleton, of the superior court. 

Judge Pendleton wag not satisfied 
as to the authority of the court to ap- 
prove the employment of an account- 


ant to make the inspection, and ac- 
tion on this section of the present- 
ments was deferred. 

Among the other recommendations 
made were the auditing of certain 
justice court dockets; the widening of 
the College Park road by the county 
commissioners, and that the sheriff 
have full authority at the jail. The 
legislators from Fulton are asked to 
ascertain if the county pays more 
than its share of the state taxes. Bet- 
ter sanitary conditions in the convict 
camps are urged. 

In taking up the matter of the fees, 
the jury state that they are ignorant 
of the amounts received and _ that 
they could not for this reason make 
a recommendation. However, the 
body goes on record as giving prefer- 
ence to a modification of the schedule 
of fees rather than a salary system. 
They stated that they had employed 


Alonzo Richardson, at a compensation 
not to exceed $500, to make the neces- : 
sary inspection in the offices of the 
clerk of court, the sheriff, the ordin- 
ary, the solicitor, the tax collector and 
tax receiver. This appropriation was 
what placed the court in an unsatisfied 
frame of mind, but Judge Pendleton 
said he would look into the law, and. 
if it permits, give his approval to the 
recommendation. 

In reference to the fee system, 
report says: 

We do not know to what extent our pre- 
decessors have ascertafned the real facts as 
to the amounts realized by county officers. 
Certain it is we do not know how much they 
receive. We could not, therefore; venture a 
guess in this matter without the risk of sub- 
jecting the officers to prejudice or unjust 
criticism. Furthermore, we find without ex- | 
ception that every grand jury recommending 
that the fee system be abolished on the 
ground of overpayment, have, during the 
Same term, voted the payment of certain 
sums from the county treasury to supple- 
ment the income of the very officers whose 
income their recommendation declared to be 
excessive. Not wishing to do an injustice if 
our officers are underpaid, we have, in the 
absence of definite information, followed the 
precedent of our predecessors and made the 
customary allowance. Having done this we 
cannot follow the same with a recommenda- 
tion. declaring overpayment. We believe that 
accurate information on this subject is es- 
sential to intelligent or effective action. We 
beffeve that every citizen ‘i# fairly entitled 
to know what conipensation is being paid to 
his employees—the officers of the county. 

The recommendation is made that 
both the criminal and civil dockets of 
the justice of the peace courts at 
Edgewood, Cook's and East Point dis- 
tricts be audited thoroughly in order 
that certain irregularities may be ex- 
plained. The justices presiding over 
these courts are O. H. Puckett, J. A. 
Dodgen and R. R. Jackson, of Atlanta; 
Thompson and Nabell, of East Point. 
W. P. Bloodworth will make the in-j} 
vestigation. 

On the subject of taxes, the present- 
ments declare that in view of the fact 
that Fulton county contributed about 
one-eighth of the taxes for the entire 
state, it is a matter of deep concern 
to the taxpayers of the county as ‘to 
whether or not they are paying More 
than their just proportion. The legis- 
lators of the country are asked to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

The jury recommend that the coun- 
ty commissioners widen the road from 
West End to College Park at once 
where the land has been donated, and 
that they make continued effort to 
secure that part being held back by 
the property owners. 

An improvement in the sanitation 
of the main convict camp off the Bell- 
wood road is strongly urged. and the 
separation of the men having con- 
tagious diseases, lighter shackles and 
the installation of electric lights are 
recommended. 

The work of Superintendent M. IL. 
Brittain, of the county school system, 
is praised. The jury recommends that 
the South Bend and New Canaan 
schools be consolidated.
